Paris, Nov. 10.— When tho masting 
of tbe peae» commission opened tha 

Americans presented to their Spanish 
colleagues tbe answer of the United 
States to tbe claims submlttad on Fri- 
day laat in behalf of Spain. 

Tha docomant m whleh tha answer 
ot tbe Americans was set forth con- 
sisted of nearly 50 sheets of typewrit- 
ten matter. It was a refutation of the 
Spanish allegation tliat bacauae tbe 
words "possession," "ownarship" or 
"ceaskm" do not occur la the protocol 
clause touching upon the.-PblUppine 
Islands tho peace cor:inil = slT»n«'have no 
right to discuss them here, -and that 
even If they did so It must be In the 
light of the alleged fact of an exterior 
agreement that Spain's sovereignty 
should not be Impaired. 

The Amerlcau.s al.soauswered Spain's 
claim for the restitution to her of pub- 
lic money and customa collections 
taken by Vaitad Statea ofBelals since 
tbe capitulation of Manilla, and made 
reply to Spain's claim for an indemnity 
on account of the alleged imprisonment 
by United States authorities of Span- 
ish troops at Manilla, and for their 
subsequent restraint from being of ser- 
vice to Spain In tha suppression of the 
insurrection and tha preaarvatiOB of 
property. 

Tbe American commissioners held 
that thera waa Justification under tba 
tentaa of the protocol for the discussion 
of the future of the Philippine Islands, 
and they also claimed that the occupa- 
tion bf Man < 11a ie a military occupation 
which Justifies tbe United SUtes In col- 
lecting the revedues, admlnlatarlng the 
government and exerclaing all tha 
functions of possession. 

The Joint session was short because 
Senor Montero Rlos and Judge Day 
concurred In tha service of tbe Amar« 
lean rajoindor upon the Spanish com- 
missioners without a formal reading 
of the paper, which would occupy 
many columns In an ordinary news- 
paper, and an adjournment was takaa 
until Saturday. 

It Is quite safe to say that tha Amor- 
leans have made no new propositions 
regarding the poseession of the Phil- 
ippines, but conflued themselves to . 
discussion ot tbe proposals and asser- 
tlooa.mado by Bpaia at tho piwrtMB 
meeting.

In his report ehowing comiition of 
crops November let, the State Commis 
■ioner of Affricaltara, mtb : 

"Wheat Bowing was internlpted during 
October by the continued wet weather, 
In many counties the soil waa tiM wat to 
oaltivate for a period of three weeks, 
whUa in the most favored countiea farm- 
an ware unable to proceed for a few days 
ooly without interruption by ndn. At 
thia data (NTovember lat) a laiga par 
cent, of the acreage remaina to be sown. 
Farmers generally had prepared their 
fallow land early and nuuiy aeadad dur- 
ing month of September. This early 
wheat baa been the prey of Heaaian fly 
and other tnaaet anemlaa of tha yenng 
whast plaat to such an extent that re- 
BOWlng of much of it has been found nec- 
aiMurjr. Where free from injury from in- 
sects early wheat hu made phenomenal 
irrowtb and some of it in fact baa reached 
the "jointing" stage. A oontinoance of 
the growing aeaaon will aoon render it 
liable to injury by the alighteat freese. 

"The condition of tha crop avera>;eH 'M) 
for the Sute. The highaat average, lOO, 
ia ahown in the aoatlnaatam diatriet In 
the central district the condition averagea 
95, and the average for the western die 
trict is 87. On November lat, 1897, the 
condition for the State was 62, and for a 
correaponding date of 1896 the condition 
waa 96. 

"Tha eetimatea on acreage are, to a 
certain extent, nnreffable, owing to the 

fact that a large per (.ent. of tlie iTop re- 
maina to be sown. Preparations were 
nndoabtadly begun for an unoanally 
large acreage, hut the injury to early 
wheat and the delay iu getting the late 
wheat in the ground will affact tha acre- 
age and estimates to be mada next month 
will be taken as tinal. 

"The estimated acreage at thia date, 
taking the State, ia 107, aa compared with 
9«raage of 1807. Tha largest increase is 
ahown in the few counties of the south- 
^t«ni diatriet where the crop is grown. 
Hare tha aeraaia la eathaated at 117, aa 
compared with 18i)7. The acreage in tha 
central section ia 103, and in the western 
106, as compared with 1887. 

"The amount of corn damaged in shock 
and on stalk by wet weather is exceeding 
all predictions. A tow oorreapondents 
eatimate that 40 per cent, of the crop is 
worthleaa, while the most oobaervative 
estimate the loss at 15 to 20 per cent. 
The trooble is general, and unleaa the in- 
jury ia much exaggerated, the loea will 
very much aflect what was considered 
the largest yield ever produced. The 
aara ara atill very aappy and parfaet ma- 
turity appears to have been pravMitad 
by the unusually moist seaadn. 

"Farmers wboae growing wheat ia aaf. 
faring from insects are requested to send 
■pecimuns of the insect working the in- 
jury to Prof, (rsrman, Entomologist of 
the Agricultural Experimental Station at 
Lexington, in order that remedies or pre 
Tantatlvft may be saggeated." 



The National Bankraptey act in ita in 

voluntary feature not being generally 
understood, the following extracta ma 
serve to pnrvlda • ffaMnl Ida* ol its 

operation : 

"Any natural person, except a wage 
earner or a person engaged chiefly 
farming or tb« tillage of the aoil, any un 
incorporated Mmpany and any corpora- 
tic n engaged principally in manufactur- 
ing, trading, painting, pabliahingor mer 
cantiia pnraalta, owlat dvbta to th 
amount of $1,000 or over, may be ad 
judged an involuntary bankrupt upon 
default or an impartial trial, and ehall be 
subject to the provisions and entitled to 
the benefits of the act. Private bankers, 
but not State banks or banks incorpora' 
ted under State or Territorial laws, may 
be adjudged involuntary bankrupts. 

"Acts of bankruptcy by a person shall 
consist of hia having conrayed, trans- 
ferred, coneaalad or removed, or per 
mitted to be concealed or removed, any 
part of hia property with intent to binder 
delay or d^raod hia eraditora, or any of 
them ; or his having transferred, while 
insolvent, any portion of hia property to 
one or more of hia creditors with intent 
to prefer such creditors over his other 
creditors ; or tiis having sutfered or per 
mitted, while insolvent, any creditor to 
obtain a preference through legal pro- 
ceedings, and not having at least five 
(lays before a sale or final disposition ol 
any property affected by ancb preference 
or hia having mada a general aaaignment 
for the benefit of hia creditors ; or having 
admitted in writing the inability to pay 
bis debta and hia willingnaaa to be ad 
judged a bankrupt on that ground. 

"A petition may be tiled against a per- 
son who is insolvent and who has com- 
mitted an act of bankruptcy within four 
months after the commission of such act. 

Petitions may be filed by three or 
more creditors who hava provable claims 
against any penon which amount in the 
aggregate to $500 or more in excets of the 
value of aecnritiea held by them ; or if all 
of tha eraditora of aodi paiaon ara Ikaa 
than twelve in number, then one of such 
creditors whose claim equals anch amount 
may file a petition to hava him adjodged 
a bankrupt. 

Whenever a petition is filed by any 
person for the purpose of having another 
adjudged a bankrapt, and an application 
ia made to take charge of and hold the 
property of the alleged bankrupt, or any 
part of the same prior to tha adjadieadon 
and pending a hearing on the petition ; 
the petitioner or appltoant .■<hall file in 
the aame event a bond with at least two 
good and anffieiant iniwtiaa, who rtiall re- 
side within the jurisdiction of said court, 
to be approved by the court or a Judge 
thereof, in such sum as the court shall 
direct, conditional for the payment, in 
case such petition is dismissed, to the 
respondent, hia or her peraonal repre 
sentative, all coata, axpanaea and dam- 
agea ooeaaloned by anch aaixnra, taking 
and detention of tha piDparty of tha al 
leged bankrupt. 

"A bankrupt may offer terma of com 
position to his creditors after but not be- 
fore he has been examined in open court 
or at a meeting of his eraditora and filed 
in court the schedule of his property and 
list of creditors, required to be filed by 
bankrupts. 

"A person against whom the involun 
tary petition has been filed shall be en 
titled to have a trial by jury, in respect 
to the question of hia insolvency, except 
aa herein otherwiae provided, and any 
act of bankruptcy alleged in em h petition 
to have been committed, upon filing a 
written application therafor at or before 
the time within whioh an anawar must 
be filed. 

"Appeals, as in equity caaea, may ba 
taken in bankruptcy proceedings from 
the courts of bankruptcy to the Circuit 
Court of Appenla ol tha United States 
and to the Soprama Court of the Terri- 
tprtaa, it the following caaea: From a 
judgment adjud>;ing or refusing to ad- 
judge the defendant a bankrupt; from a 
Judgment granting or denying a dis- 
•harue, and, from a judgment allowing or 
rejecting a debt or claim of $600 or over."
